THE CNR SERVICE TO 


BATTLEFORD. 


The annewncement that within an- 
other month the C.N.R. will. have a 
passenger service in operation be- 
tween Winnipeg and Battleford is 2s 
welcome news to Edmonton as to our 
sister city 300 mikes to the east. 
While the immediate and direct bene- 
fit will be te Battleford, the inaugur- 
ation of ihe service will mean that 
€.N.R. trains are running from the 
Great Lakes to 2 point as péar Ed- 
monton a8 Maple Creek is to Calgary. 
True this is far from a direct service 
between this city and the lakes but 
brings the grospect of a direct ser- 
¥ice within tangible distance. Mean- 
time the contracters are busy grad- 
ing the line from railhead westward 
slong the Saskatchewan Valley and 
consideriug the favorable nature of 
the country traversed, the completion 
of the grading and track-laying to 
Edmonton during the present season 
will be a leas serious undertaking 
than the length of line actually grad- 
ed and tracked last year, 

The most serious phase of the work 
is that of bridging the river and this 
is by no means unsurmountable. The 
permanent bridges it is understood 
can be best constructed during the 
winter. But to construct these tem- 
porary wooden structures are necces- 
sary for transporting material and 
carring on ‘the work. It should be 
possible te construct these temporary 
bridges strony enough to carry mod- 
2rately heavy trains while the per- 
manent structures are being « built. 
Should this be done it appears certain 
that O.N.R. iruins will be 
irom Edmontai to Winnipeg before 
(Christmas,
